BOAT PILOT, DIES 


Sailed Ohio River All Summer 
in Attempt to Land 
Stricken Crew. 


WEWELL W. Va., Feb. &.—The 
Geath yesterday of Capt. John Por- 
ter at Kenilworth, near Newell, has 
recalled the cruise of one of the 
steamers of hie Ohio River line in 
1877, from Memphis to Gallipolis. 
©., with several cases of yellow fe- 
ver aboard. 

The fever had broken out on the 
steamer “John Porter,” well-known 
in the early days from Catro to Gal- 
lipolis, and according to old accounts 
several attempts were made to land 
at Ohio River towns to obtain med- 
jeal aid for the stricken members of 
the crew. 

Everywhere the steamer met with 
the game reception—a cold one—and 
in several instances the boat was met 
by citizens at the wharves with shot- 
guns, word of the disease having pre- 
ceded it. Late in summer of 
i8l7 the crew succeeded in landing 
on an isiand in the Ohio below Gal- 
lipolis. Here the fever raged until 
winter. Six of the crew are said to 
have died 

Capt. Porter was a former member 
of the Weet Virginia Legisiature and 
in hie later days was a brick manu- 
facturer. In early life he operated a 
line of steamboats and barges from 
Pittebure to New Orleans.
